les whereas in Proſecutions and Proceedings for recovering the Penalties, inflicted 
and directed to be levied by the aforeſaid AR, every Perſon who is to give Evidence in ſuch

_ © diveſted of his Freedom, before his Evidence can by Courſe of Las be received or admit- 
ted, in regard the Penalty to be recovered upon and by Virtue of ſuch Proſecution, is by 
the ſaid Act appropriated to and for the Uſe and Benefit of the ſaid City.
